This is the second con¬ 
secutive year the celebration 
has been held at a local high 
school, allowing the city to 
introduce a new generation 
of could-be mariners to the 
industry and careers it offers, 
Badawey said, such as deck¬ 
hand, galley cook, engineer 
or even captain. 

Many careers in the marine 
industry are in high demand, 


said Kailey Thompson, mar¬ 
keting and recruiting special¬ 
ist for Georgian College. 

Thompson shared informa¬ 
tion with the crowd about the 
school's marine engineering 
and marine navigation pro¬ 
grams — both offered at the 
Owen Sound campus in the 
Great Lakes International 
Marine Training Centre. For 
more information on the 
programs, visit www.marin- 
etraining.ca.

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First kick at a budget 


I have decided to focus 
this month’s column on 
something that we all deal 
with on a yearly, monthly, 
even daily basis and 
something that our council 
spent a lot of time discussing 
and debating during our first 
kick at the can - the budget. 

We had some negatives 
and positives to work with 
when we started this process. 
Some of the challenges 
that the township is facing 
for 2011 include low 
assessment growth, wage and 
insurance increases, aging 
infrastructure, low reserve 
levels and increasing tax 
arrears. On the plus side, 
Niagara Region proposed 
a small decrease in their 
portion of the tax bill and 
some savings were realized 
with the new HST rules. 

A large portion of our 



capital budget for 2011 has 
been dedicated to the repair 
and reconstruction of many 
roads. The preliminary 
budget included a road 
needs study however council 
decided that at this point in 
time it was apparent which 
roads needed attention 
and decided to put those 
funds into the roads 
budget. Hie completion of 
the renumbering project, 
Reebs Bay drainage and the 
purchase of a snowplow/ 
sander truck were iso 
included in the capital 
budget. 

In late December it 


was brought to council's 
attention that the arena 
needed substantial fire 
code upgrades. $140,000 
was included in the capital 
budget to begin to address 
this issue. These upgrades 
could total as much as 
$450,000. Council and 
staff are waiting until the 
completion of die Recreation 
Master Plan and will then 
determine direction with 
regard to the arena. 

Wainfleet is a smaller 
municipality in terms of 
population within Niagara 
and as such we have a 
smaller budget to work with. 
Sometimes changes require 
that we hire new people on 
a temporary or permanent 
basis. An example of this 
was the implementation 
of a temporary election 
co-ordinator last fall. From 
time to time the township 


may hire outside firms to 
assist with special projects 
that are beyond the normal 
duties of staff. Examples 
include last year’s Official 
Plan update and this year’s 
Recreation Master Plan 
exercise. The use of these 
outside consultants are 
related to specific projects 
and help us to complete jobs 
without increasing staff and 
also to tap into expertise that 
we may not already have 
in-house. 

At the end of the budget 
process, council was able to 
hold the tax rate increase to 
less than 3%. The increase 
is primarily in the areas of 
insurance, fuel, utilities, 
wages and benefits. The 2011 
budget addresses spending 
needs in the areas of 
cemetery, recreation, winter 
control and capital road 
Improvements.

The sultan of Oman attended 
England's Sandhurst Military

seven years in the country, even 
though he was only supposed to 
be there on a two-year contract 

“After working for two years 
with the Ministry of Defence, you 
weren’t usually allowed to remain 
in the country. Thanks to the sup¬ 
port of the Omani RNO Admiral I 
was permitted to stay. I was very, 
very lucky! 


During his time in the Omani 
navy, Watts travelled to the north¬ 
ern part of the country and found 
pristine waters with coral reefbeds 

It was about that time when 
he discovered diving. When he 
learned his contract would not 
be renewed with the navy, he 
had already planned to take a 
Professional Association of Diving 
Instructors Open-Water Scuba 
Instructor Course, the first one to 
be held in Oman. 

There were no Omani divers 
in the country and Watts said the 
sultan ordered a new and cus¬ 
tom-built dive centre to be built 
to encourage young Omanis to 
become involved in scuba diving 
and the marine world along the 

“The Omanis could all swim, 
but diving wasn’ttheir thing Most 
of the divers were ex-pats," he said, 
adding over time interest from 
locals started to increase. 

“After two years I was 
approached by an Omani busi¬ 
nessman to see if I was interested 
in being captain of a charter boat 
that he was interested in bringing 
to the new marina in Muscat It 
would have been silly not to say 
yes." 


So for his last year or so in the 
country, he was captain of the 
Charlotte Anne, an 85-foot ex-Bal¬ 
tic trader that had been converted 
to a two-masted topsail schooner 
The ship took guests down the 
coast on day trips, dinner cruises 
and with the occasional dive trips 
thrown in.

Though he was now retired, 
Watts didn’t just spend his time 
sitting around writing letters to 
the editor. He found a way to get 
back on the water 

He met Cal Peyton, a member 
of Port Colborne Marine 
Auxiliary Rescue (Pocomar) 
unit, and joined the ranks of the 


all-volunteer crew. He’s served 
as executive officer and com¬ 
mander of the unit 

“I'm amazed atwhat Pocomar 
and the crews have done on the 
lake. They’re not professional, 
they’re all volunteers, and they 
take risks and go out when 
few people would and they're 
happy to do it I have been a pro¬ 
fessional seaman all of my life 
and sailed on oceans and seas 
around the world in ail kinds of 
weather!' 

“In my opinion, Lake Erie is 
probably one of the most vicious 
areas of water in the world. 
That the volunteers go out on 
it, entirely at their own expense, 
and with not nearly as much 
public support as they deserve is 
quite incredible. Port Colborne 
is indeed fortunate." 

Watts said while the general 
public may not be fully aware 
of what Pocomar does, its mem¬ 
bers are very much appreciated 
and by supported by boaters who 
use the marinas in Port Colborne, 
whether it's for towing them back 
in after a breakdown or heading 
out to help boaters and swimmers 
in distress.

PORT COLBORNE - Port Colbome 
ratepayers can expect to shell out an aver¬ 
age $50 more this year in property taxes 
this year 

Council approved a 4.27% increase in 
taxes levied by the municipality 

Once blended with regional and educa¬ 
tion taxes, residents are looking at a 1.9% 
tax increase to overall property tax bills, for 
an average increase of $50, chief admin¬ 
istrative officer Bob Heil told city council 
Monday afternoon. 

Included in budget changes during 
last Monday’s delib¬ 
erations were the 
addition of $13,000 
for mandatory health 
and safety training for 
staff, $6,000 for staff¬ 
ing at the city's tourism 
centreand $20,000 as 
an initial investment 
for a health-care train¬ 
ing initiative that may 
be held in conjunc- Robert Heil 
tion with McMaster 
University. 

The approved increase also includes 
$53,000 to be allocated to the city's “deficit 
in depreciation costs,” Heil said. He previ¬ 
ously told council Port Colbome is in need 
of $3 million in infrastructure funding to 
cover the depreciation of its assets, but only 
$1.5 million is being levied. 

Heil stressed the importance of building 
a capital amortization fund to ensure assets 
can be replaced once 
they reach the end of 
their life span.

The city has already Butters

Niagara Health System’s 
board of directors has begun 
the process of selecting a new 

The post is currently held 
by chairwoman Betty-Lou 
Souter, who has served in 
the position since 2006, but 
her term expires in June. The 
board's policies require it to 
begin to explore its options. 

"It’s boring really. It’s gov¬ 
ernance. There is a process 
the board has to follow,’’ 

Souter said last Thursday 
morning. "The board has 
begun to look for nomi¬ 
nations for a board chair. 

When that choice is made, 
we will certainly let you 
know." Souter said she could 
be nominated to stay on as 
board chairwoman, but after 
five years in the position said 
it would be a difficult choice 
to accept a nomination. 

“At this point, it would be a 
hard choice to make and one 
that I could only make after 
having a long discussion with 
my family,” she said. 

If Souter is not nominated, 
or turns down a nomination, 
she would still be a member 
of the board. She said board 
bylaws have a provision 
for past chairs to stay on as 
members of the board. 

“That is something I intend 
to do,” she said. “I intend to 
continue to help improve 
health care in Niagara.” 

Souter, who was vice¬ 
chairwoman before replac¬ 
ing Paul Leon as NHS board 
chair, sharply countered 
speculation in some local 
news media that her poten¬ 
tial departure from the top 
post was part of an NHS lead¬ 
ership shakeup on the heels 
of president and CEO Debbie 
Sevenpifer being let go. She 
was replaced by interim pres¬ 
ident Sue Matthews. 

“One has nothing to do 
with the other,” Souter said 
about her term expiring and 
Sevenpifer’s departure. “This

is just what the board has to 
do. We have term limits and 
the whole reason you have 
term limits is so that you can 
have changes in leadership.” 

The position of NHS board 
chair is a volunteer post. 

“We are all volunteers. You 
do a job like this to contribute 
to your community," she said. 

According to NHS bylaws, 
the board chair’s post is 
renewed every year for a 
maximum of four years, 
with a provision for exten¬ 
sions past that with board 
approval. The board extended 
Souter’s tenure to keep her on 
while the NHS th its hospital 


restructuring plan that saw, 
among other things, emer¬ 
gency rooms in Port Colbome 
and Fort Erie repurposed into

During her time as board 
chairwoman, the NHS also 
started construction on the 
new St. Catharines hospital 
and regional cancer centre, 
which are expected to open 
in early 2013.

Repairs vs. replacement vs. do-it-yourself

A question I’m often asked 
before getting the go-ahead 
on any repairs is “is my car 
is worth fixing?" My experi¬ 
ence tells me that it’s usually 
cheaper to repair the car you 
own than to replace it with 
another one. I have several 


reasons for saying this. 

Most importantly is that 
you already own your vehicle. 
Swapping out your ride on 
cost alone is a major task, but 
then you also have to take into 
account all the peripherals - 
taxes, admin fees, safety certifi¬ 
cates, emissions tests, etc. It's 
just a hassle. 

Also, used car values are 
at an all time low and many 


people are often surprised by 
how little their cars are worth 
on the open market The main 
reason is that new car financ¬ 
ing in many cases is zero and 
if you’re a good negotiator, you 
might even get a discount on 
top of the finance premium. 
The result is that many people 
today are buying new instead 
of used, as they used to only 
five years ago. To compare 


repairing to replacing, though, 
$2,500 to $3,000 in repairs is a 
minor expense compared to 
the $30,000 and $40,000 it takes 
to purchase a newvehicle. 

Q: I am an able person who 
knows how to use a wrench 
and have done some of my 
own repairs. I own an ‘87 Fold 
Mustang (5.0L) and this past 
week discovered a leak in my 
gas line around one of the bends 


in the engine compartment. It 
appears to have simply rotted 
out My questions are: is it pos¬ 
sible to replace only a portion of 
the line or do I have to replace 
the entire line? Other than not 
smoking, what other precau¬ 
tions should I take? Do I have to 
use some type of sealant on the 
thread when connecting lines? 

A: Hus type of repair is not 
complicated. However; make 


sure you use high pressure 
fuel line made for injection 
systems and it’s best to double 
clamp the connections with 
“fuel injection hose clamps” 
I always frown on any repairs 
conducted on vehicles by 
people who are not profession¬ 
als. Why not be safe and have 
a pro do this. A leak in the fuel 
system could cost you the car 
or worse.
